ha $3 and truth of obſcrvation, things are preſented to our 
eyes in thoſe little draughts, that the very places themſelves being 
viewed with great trouble and loſſe of tinge, cannot yeeld more be- 
nefit to the moſt diligent, oftentimes not ſa much. Wherfore c- 
ſpecially, becauſe the Argument cannot be naw unſcaſonable (for the 
abridgement of the Commentaries of large Hiſtories, is not unlike 
Maps of Kinzdomes ) I have here colle&ed ont of divers Authours, 
which have ſeverally handled parts of this ſubj-&, into one,. The chict. 
conſpiracies and attempts againſt the Kingdomes alone and imme- 
diately of great Brittany and Ireland, or els mediately through the 
ſides of the Princes of thefe Countries, by Traytors at home or abroad, 
of the Romifh Religion, or forraigne Enemies, by treacherous cour- 
ſes of thoſe of the ſame bloody ſuperſtition, The beginning I make 
the firſt time of Reformation of Religion here in Ezg/an4unler Queen 
Elizabeth, and the extent unto this preſent yeere. I begin no higher 
then Queene Elizabeth, becauſe the Reformation of Henry the eight 
was but in part, and the other of King Edward, was an interrupted 
one, by the ſudden ſacceſſion of his fiſter Qu. ary ; the rather, 
becauſe, for ought we know,there _ no great matter PLoUONnn 
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(5) 
pure hands in ſincerity of heart : although the ſins of our Nation in 
generall, may juſtly provoke our God to puailh us by them that hate 
us, for that cauſe, that inſtead ofextirpating Popery and ſaperſtition 
( a thing nor hard to be done in humane reaſon, if the children of 
Papiſts were carcfully educated under Proteſtant Tutors) we thinke 
their Religion tolerable, and nothing fo dangerons to ſoul or body 
as ſome men ſeem to make it. Should we not deteit and abhorrethe 
Religion of ſuch a generation, as count they doe God good fervice, 
by killing us 2 witneſſe the bloudy Perſeqution under Qu, ſary,and 
the damnable plot of the Gun-powder-Trealon, Yet ſome there are 
that would ſeem Proteſtants, and yet deny that their cruelty was 
fach, as the Authour of the Engliſh Martyrology makes the Ilia: 
perſecution to be - Others ob no ſmall eftcem in the Church of Z ng 
land, inſtead of acknowledging Foxes Hiſtory a Monument of Mar- 
tyrs, call it a Book fraught with Traitors and Heretiques. And 
for the Gun-powder conſpiracy, ſome affirm it the deeds of a few 
male-contents, farre from the approbation of the Catholiques, others 
as falſely, that there was no ſuch Treaſon'intended, but that it was an 
invention of him, whom inreverence I forbeare to name, But yet 
this may incourage us, that God will ſtill preſcrveus, fer their 1a kes 
that have now and heretofore ſtoutly defended Gods true Religion, 
and that in very many places of this Land, we have had thoſe that 


'withall their power have oppoſed the very beginnings of Popery. 


But wonderfull it is, and ſcarcely credible, that any ſhould f@ much 
have forgotten the Gun-powder-Treaſon, as to |fay, that they would: 
rather truſt a Papift then a Puritan ; as if they believed net there was 
any ſuch Treaſon, or kad forgotten it ; or that they: thonght-that- 
thoſe whom men call Puritans, were traitcroufly minded, and bloudy 
perſons. Inthe moſt Revercnd: and Judicious Afſ:zmbly-of this King- 
dome, a Member of that Aſſembly, declaredin particulars, how the 
beſt men have bin branded with the name of Puritan, (it was where 
any- man might freely have ſpoken) yet no man. contradiaed> hin. 
IFit be given ſometime to the beſt, without queſtion thoſe ordinarily 
called by. that bic-name;, are none of the worlt ; becauſe from like-- 
neſſe at leaſt divers men haxe one Name, We will acknowledge hy- 
ites among them, but becauſe ance is ſuch, no man-will conclude. 
they muſt beallſo, No manof us almoſt abhorreththename of Pro-- 
toſtagt/ to be given him, and yet of: theſe, ſome yill lie; — 
cal: 
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ſeale,and a third fort will do worſe, Since this Parliament (perhaps I 
imagine thetime, and reaſon aright) the ] :ſuites and Jeſuited have 
inrented a ſtrange name for ſuch men, and let fall the reproach of Pari- 
tao, They call them by a figurative name, which is 1ignorantly ſpoken 
by moſt, fally by all ; and as the roundeſt figure is of the largeſt eapa« 
city, ſo they have ſhaped thema name, which larger then Preci/ian, 
Prowniſt, or the like, ſurroundeth every one, that thinketh it not a juſt 
thing to rail againſt the Par/iament,or curſe the Fathers of his Country.

The K ing of Spaine offereth Aarriage to the Dneens 


A T the beginning of the raigne of Qu, Z/izabeth, Philip the ſecond 
of Spaize ſought to win her to him by Marriage, not doubting to 
procure a diſpenſation for the Inceſt, but was as wiſely anſwered, as he 
wickedly and craftily intended, that the Queen could not fo ſoon for- 
get her Siſters death, ſhe knowing it to bea part of diſcretion to keep 
1m hope fo potent an Adverſary, it he ſhould be incenſed by a denyall 
(her own Kingdom,by reaſon of the change of Religion,and the depri- 
ving of many Popiſh Bihops, which the blinded people had in ſome 
eſteem, among many other alterations, being of doubtfull aff:Hions ) 
till ſhe could better provide for her own ſecurity. The Spaniard in the 
mean time perceived that his ſuit was not like to ſucceed ; when the 
thought of uniting England to Spaine by the marriage of Q. Elizabeth, 
if like her ſiſter 4Zary (he proved not barren, was taken away, he took 
hold on the next occaſion.

M Ary now Queene. ef Scots, Daughter and heire apparant 
unto Zames the tift, and Wite unto Francis D auphine of France, 
Daughter of AZary of Zoraine, who was Siſter unto the Duke of Gui/e, 
She, after the death of Qu, Aſary of England, being incouraged there- 
unto by the Gui/es her U neles,ufurpeth the Armes of England, uniting 
them to the Armes of Scotland, on her plate, in the windewes of her 


Houſe, and on her ſervants coats, declaring her ſelfe thereby Queen 
0 of 
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of England, Her meaning was well underſtood, and this ( it is very 
xrobable ) in the fourth yeare of Qu. Elizabeth, made Arthir ©7994 
2nd his Brethren, deſcended of George Duke of Clarence, Brother £0 
E4ward the fourth, and Anthony Forteſtxe their Brother in law, with 
their confederatcs,to confpire fecretly ro fy unto the Gailes in France, 
and thence, and with thzir help, to come with an Army into Wales, 
ind ther to proclatme the Queen of Scors Queen of Exg/and, and Ar- 
thur Poole Duke of Clarence, God was pleaſed in a very good time 
to diſcover this Plot, For had they gone thither, and diſcovered their 
intents, it had ( if Ged had not powertully oppoſed it ) not only a- 
nimated the Gzi/es to have ſeconded them, -and furniſhed them with 
men and mony, but having returned into Fates, they would have ga* 
thered great forces to augment their numbers, and put the Queen to 
the incomparable trouble and danger of a civill warre. Beſide all this, 
ſhe had at this time on every ſide enemies abroad, the French King, 
the King of Spaine, the Guitar and Popith faction in Scor/and, The 
loyall pcople of Scer/and were ſo unable to helpe her, that they 
ſtood in need of her helpe, The Low-Cauntrics were under Spa- 
nifh tyranny, and a convenient place from whence to annoy this 
Kingdome, The Confpiratours confeſſed that they did not intend to 
put 1n praQtiſe this thing, during the life of our Queen ; for indeed 
they were made beleeve by prediQions of Popiſh Aftrologians, that 
Qu, Elizabeth could not live above one yeare. The good Qaeen not- 
withſtanding pardoned their lives, after ſentence of death upon them, 
from their own confeſſion, 

And how zealouſly the Gxi/es endeavoured to invade Exg/nd, may 
appeare by the inclination of $ebaſtiar Martigins ſent into Scotland, 
by-the counſcll of the Gzi/es (for about thoſe times their alone coun- 
ſels were principally followed) with Horſe and Foot, to aſſiſt in 
thecivill warre of Scor/and, who could hardly be reſtrained from 
invading Eze/and preſently, and firſt of all, preſuming (no queſtion) 
on theayde of Papilts in Exg/and, from intelligence held with them 
here. Forotherwiſe what could a 1009, Horſe, and not yery many 
Foot do inreſpe of conquering all England ? Now was the Queen 
of Scots in France, and although the Regency of Scotland was put 
into the hands of the Marquefſz of Hamilton, yet the power of the 
Qu. Dowager with her Freachfa&ion did fo increaſe, and on the other 
fide the authority of the Marqueſſz Regent ſo abate, that after thg@pro- 
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miſe from the Freach King of x 2000.crowas by the yeare, and Dachy 
of (aſtle Herald, to which was add:d th2 prefermzat of all th: Mar- 
queſſ:s chicfe kindred, the Marqueſſ religacd his place iato the hands 
of Mary of Loraigne Q1.Dowager ; a thing for a woman ro be Regent 
in Scotland, but once? before known. She had made many promiſes 
unto the Scots of the freedome of exerciting the Proteſtant R-ligion, 
but being now ſecled in the Regency, ſhe diſcovered her mind whol- 
ly bent toalter Religion, She told her fciends in plain tearmes, that 
though the Miailters whom ſhenain2d ſhould preach more honeſtly, 
or (as (he called it) more finc-rely then they had done, yet they 
ſhould ali be baniſhed, She expreſſ:d at the death of a young-man, 
whom (he ſcemed to bewalle, being ſlain, for that his father had not 
rather excuſed him, being a ſtout defender of the reformed Religion, 
that (he was cruelly miaded toward the Profefi>urs thereof. Eaſter 
alſo was commanded to be celebrated after the Romiih cuſtome. For 
theſe and divers other overtares of her, Meſſengers were ſent unto her, 
to deſire her to be good tothe Proteſtants, and to remzmber the many 
promiſes ſhe had made unto them to that end. But allin vain, She 
told the Earle of G/encarne, and Sir John (ambell, who were ſent un« 
to her ; that performance of promiſes was to be expe ted from Prin- 
ces, no farther then ſtood with their profit, Upon this they told one 
another that they then renounced all obedience and duty toward her, 
Violencenow with art was to be uſed for efteRing her purgole touch» 
ing Religion, * 

Hercupon advice was given by Labroſſe a French Commander in 
Scotland, to put to death all the Nobility of Scor/ana, for that the 
people being bereaved of their heads, would after be cafily brought to 
undergo any yoake ; but that things might appeare with a more plea- 
ſing colour, there was a {h2w, as it the Queen had laboured, and 
would endeavour te convince her adyerfaries in Religion by no other 
way but by arguments, Into Scor/and were ſent 3, Sorvon DoRours 
with the Biſhop of «mens. But with what ſafety might any man 
diſpute with them, when he that did ſu was in the midit of his ar=- 
med enemies, and there was greateſt feare of violence from the dif- 
paters themſelves, For the Biſhop of Amiens counſelled the Queen 
Regent, that if any there were which ſhould be found to diſpute a= 
gain{t theſe Romilſh Decrees, he ſhould be put to death, yea even 
thoſe who but ſeemed tv be of another mind only, We arc not in- 
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formed that the Qu.Regent put in practice the fore-going counſels, 
perhaps the time was not altogether fcaſonable, nor doe we take cvery 
ſingle at1on, which might conduce to the ſubyertivg of Religion, to 
be a conſpiracy : but we may well eſteem by the Queens words, 
the Counſellours and Commanders intents and purpoſes, the placing 
of fach a Regent, 1 this to te a ceminued conſpiracy, to ſtrangle in 
the birth the Church of Scor/ana, having yet ſcarcely taken breath in 
the world, Not long after the Qu. Regent dycth, and although it 
will pethaps be ſaid, there was no diſcovery of any conſpiracy which 
was in ating (as to put to death all the Nobility, or all that would 
dare diſpute againſt the Biſhop or Doctors, could be no caſie taske to 
goc abcut ; thelatter, tecauſe the death of their laſt Martyr Walter 
Mille d1d ſeem 1o grievous unto them, and if any more ſhould ſuf:r, 
how would ſuch a thing be taken by French-men, people of another 
Nation? ) It may be objeRed from the above named arguments, that 
there wanted no endeavour, After the death of the Mother, the 
Daughter returning into Scot/ana, was married unto HemryLord Darn- 
ley, who being of the fame Religion with the Queen, aud they both 
a brothers and fiſters chiloren, did flrongly maintain Popery againſt 
the Proteſtant Religion. We cannot imagine here that any thing 
ſhould be contrived againſt the lives of thoſe Princes by a Popiſh party 
to overthrow Religion, For to fubvert Religion no way could be 
found better, then by maintaining 1n life and honour ſuch Princes as 
theſe two were, who profeſſed and maintained Popery ; 2s contra- 
rily to ſubvert Religion, Laws, Liberties and the like, the beſt means 


arg thorough. the ſides of ſuch Kings and Queens asare proj:Rors and 


maintainers of them, So the holy Scripture declzreth by word and 
example, 1 Will ſmite the Shepheard and the ſveepe ſhall be ſcattered, 
For this Queen was fo far from furthering the citabliſhment of Re- 
ligion, nay from connivence at thoſe who ſhould goe about any ſuch 
matter, that (he profeſſed that ſhe would follow the example of her 
couſin Qu, Mary of England, which was no other thing then :gain= 
taining in her dominions the Pope and Popery, and puniſaing the 
contrary minded as Hereticks.

N the Yeare 1569. Leonard D acres, ſzcond fon of William Lord Da- 

cres of Gilleſlani,being grieved to ſce a very great patrimony go from 
him to the daughters of the Baron, whom the Duke of Norfolke their 
Father in law had joyned in marriage with his ſons, grew reveagefull, 
and joyning with the Rebels,cndeavored to deliver the Q 1een of Score, 
yet alittle before being at the Court, promiſed to aflilt the Queen his 
Soveraign againſt theRebels,but treacherouſly he undertook to kill the 
L. Scrovp and Biſhop of Carle/, to whoſe cuſtody the ScorriſhQ een 
was committed,but he failing in the performance, took Graſtock Ca» 
ſtle,holding it as his own,and gathered Souldiers. The L. Han/don met 
him with the trained Souldiers of Barwick,and after a ſharpe conflict 
overcomineth him,and D acres fled into Scotland, from thence into the 
Netherlands,where at Lovaine he lived and dyed poorly. 


Fitz-Morris rai/eth Rebellion tn Ireland, 


N this Yeare Edmund and Peter Batler, brethren to the Earl: of 07- 
mond, joyning with Fames Fitz-Morrn, of the houſe: of Deſmond, 
entred into a conſpiracy againſt Q1.Z1/izabeth, and to further it, came 
Foannes Mendoza ircretly out of Spaine, The Earle of Ormond going 
into /re/22d, cauſed them to ſubmit ; they were impriſoned, and for 
their brother the Earles ſake,not brought to tryall. The Lord Deputy, 
and Sir Humphrey Gilbert (tiirough Gods aſſiſtance) appeaſed that

rebellion. It is clzare enough that this rebellion in Ireland, aroſe from 
the Spaniard as the firſt mover, for to this end he ſent AMendiza into 
treland, and had not long before written to the Earle, brother to the 
two Rcebels.to raile arebcllion in relana.

TN theYeare 1570, under a colour of delivering the Queen of Scots, 

T homas Stanley and E4ward,younger {ons of the Earl: of Darby,T ho- 
14s Ferard Rolſton, Hail arith others in D arby-/viere,confpired but the 
ſon of Rolſton which was peniioner to theQi1zen,diſcloſed the conſpira= 
cy. All but Hall were impiſoned. Hall eſcaped into the Iſle of Man, 
thenceby the commendation of theBiſh,ofRoſſe,he was ſent intoDwn- 
bretan ; whence(the Caſtle being wov)he was brought to Loudon and 
ſuffered death.

N the Yeare 15 76. Don Joha of Anitria comming into the Lows 

Countrics as Gorernour,ſ2nt Gaſtellus to Q1. Elizabeth, pretending a 
pzrpetuall Edi& for peace. The Queen as if ignorant ofany bad intent, 
ſznt Rogers to congratulate Don Fobns Edit ; yet ſhe knew that Yor

of England conſiſteth chic{ly 1 the Navy, the King of Spaize {ztteth 
the Merchants of /taly, and the Netheriands a worke, to hire the Mer- 
chants ſhipsof Zx2/and, and fv to tzad them away in very long voya- 
ges, that the ſhips being from home, and Sraciey joyning with the 
Rebels of Ireland, the Queens Navy might be over-thrown by a grea- 
ter.

Nno Domini 1579, James Fits. Morris formerly having fled in- 
to Frazce, being pardoned for a former Rebellion in Tre/and, go- 
cth now to the Spaniara,and is by him ſent unto the Pope, to conſult 
with him abont his requeſt, which was to reduce that Kingdome by 
force of Arms unto Popery, ThePope,at the earneſt ſilt of Nicolas San 
aers an Engliſh, and Alanan Triſh Prieft, gave Firz-Aorru ſome mo- 
ny to that intent, and ſengdeth him back to the Spaniard, from whence 
with his Prieſts, 3. ſhips and afew Souldiers, he arrived at Smerwick 
in Kerry in Irelara, and raifeth a Fort there, Thomas Conrtaey an 
-ngli/5-man, preſently ſurprifeth the ſhips. 7ohn and James, brethren 
to 
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to the Earle of Deſmond, joyn themſclves to Firz-Morres who was their 
Kinſman, The Earle of Deſmond(although he pretended the contrary )tavo- 


} +}, red them,drew forces together,and dy this pretence of De/mona,caulcd the 


Earle of C/anrickard who came to oppoſe them, to withdraw himſclte, 
Fitz- Morri ſ:ciag few Iriſh come to his aid, under pretence of going in 
pilgrimage to the holy croſl: of T ipperary,went toward Conauztht and Vl- 
Fer,to draw forces tozether:whole horſes being tired, he took 1 me horſes 
from the Plongh of William a Burgh his kinſman,and being purſued by the 
ſons of William a Burgh,Fitz.- Morru perceiving that,told his coulin 7 heo» 
balda Burgh, that it was no time now to fall out about horſes, but to j »yne 
with him 1n the butineſl: of rebellion,for which he was come into Ireland, 
Theſe brethren had bin in a foriner rebellion, but now declared unto Fitze 
-Aorris their ſorrow for it, yet now fighting with Firz- Aorr! tn recover 
the horſes,both the brethren,and ſome others were (lain, Sir Y/i/liam Drury 
was then Lord Deputy, whoſent for the Earle of De/m29n4, who made 4 
promiſe ty his wife to the Deputy,that he and his men would tight againſt 
the Rebcls.He diſſermbled long;but after that J7a/bey had defeated Fohn his 
brothers forces, and had ſent for Deſmond to come unto him about Rekel a 
Town of De/moxd,he plainly diſcovered his rebellion. 

That night the Rebels ſ:t upon Malbeys Tents, but were diſappointed, 
Afterward Deſmond was ſcnt for (to come in perſon) by the Lord Deputy 
Pelham, who lacceeded the deceaſed Sir Wiliam Drury; but excuſeth hime 
ſelte by a letter ſent by his wife. The Earle of Ormonl was (nt unto him, 
that he ſhould deliver Sanders the Pricſt, the Caſtles of Carigofoile and A/ſ= 
ketton,and to ſubmit himſelf abſolutely, The proſecuting of him was come 
mitted to-the Earle of Orm9nd, who ruined (onilo,the Rebels only refuge '; 
he hanged the Baylifle of Toughal at his doore, for refuling to take an Enz- 
1: garriſon 1nto the Town,belieged the Spaniards in Strangicall, but they 
withdrew themſelves, and after were all kill:d ;and ſo bard he preſſed Def- 
79nd and his brethren, that madly they intreated the chiefe Juſtice to take 
their parts. Afterward theJuſtice ſent for the Nobility of A/znſter to come 
tohim,and wonld not diſ.nifi2 the.n, till they had-g1ven pledges that they 
would affiit againſt the Rebels. They made the Baron of Lixenaw yeeld 
himſelf,took { arigofoil Caltleykilled and hanged all the Spaniards in it,and 
the Captain alſo an /raliar, 


San Joſephus with 700, Spaniards ext into Ireland, 
He next Yeare, 1580, 700, Spariards and Jtalians came t@divert the 


_ & Qu, Forces, ratherthen to conquer 1rel/and ; they landed at Smermick, 
C nuder 
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under the commandof San f2/ephs an italian, they fortified it and called \e1 
it Fort Deler ; but being followed by the Earle of Ormon4,they withdrew La 
thence into a valley call:d G/ammingel,Some priſoners of them were taken, je; 


who confeit they were 700, and that Armes were brought for 5020, and 
that more were expe&ted from Spain; that to conquer Ire/and,the Spaniard 
and Pope had reſolved, and therefore feat into the hands of Savd:rs, Deſ> 
mond and his brother 72hn,a valt fam of mony.That night the Spartarar and 
Ttalians returned to their Fort, which fo foon as Ordnance could be brought, 
and Winter was returned with the Ships of war from £27/azd, was 01 eve 
ry fide beſizged,and af:er 5 days taken.Ths comm3n Souldiers /ralians and 
Spaniards, were put to the ſword,the [rib hanged:only the Captains of the 
former were preſ:rved. Three years after, De/mond wand:ring like a vaga- 
bond, had his arme almoſt cut-of by a commen Souleter, before he was 
known,and after was ſlain, Nicolas Sanders wis almoſt famiſhed in the 
Woods,and died ſtark mad. This yeare 15 80, Prizfts and Seminaries much 
increaſing in England,fevere Laws were enacted againlt them, Theſe were 
for the molt part bred in the En2/1h Colledge of Doway, founied (by ths 
procurement of Alan, ſomtimes a ſtudent in Oxford, afterward Prielt and 
Cardinall) in the year 1568. Afterward under Reque/exirzs government in

N 1584. ſome Engliſh» Gentlemen began to practiſe the delivery of the 

Qu:of Scots, Francis T hrogmorton was {uſpeted by letters written to the 

a.of Scots, and intercepted, Preſently Thomas Lord Paget, and Charles 
Arundell a Courtier,left the Land ſecretly, Henry Earle of Northumberland, 
and 7hilip Earle of Arundel were commanded to their houſes. And there 
was great cauſe of circumſpeRion z for the Papilts by printed Books,inci- 
ted the Maids of Honour to do that againſt the Qu, that Z#dirh did againſt 
Holofernes, Yet was the Queens mercy ſuch, that ſh2 canſcd 70, Prieſts to 
be ſent out of Englard.The chictof them were Gafer Heywood, who of all 
the Jcſuites firſt came into England, Fames Bo/grave,Fohn Hart,and Edward 
Rifton, who preſently after wrote a book againit the Queen. Atthis time 
Beruardinus Mendoza the Spaniſh Ambaſſadour, was thruſt out of England, 
for praiſing Treaſon againſt the State, He having dealt with 7 hrogmorron 
and others, to bring in {trangers to invade the Land, as appeared by T brog= 
mortons action,who being »pprehended,ſ=at une of his packets to Mendoza:

One Gifford a Door in Divini- 
ty, Gilbert Gifford, and Hodgeſon Prieſts, perlwaded one Fohn Savage a 
bloody fellow to undertake to kill Qicen Elizabeth : To hide their 
miſciievous intents more cunningly from the Quicens Coun- 
ſzll, who were very careiull to fore-fce all danger, they wrote a 
Book, in which they adviſe the Papilts in Zaglarad, not to goe about 
to hurt the Q1cen.

Ki therof &viſibly appeared melt epidemically deſtruRive to that whole State 


and Kingdome. It had lien Jong (as ſome of the Rebels reported) undifſce- 
vered, bat was all that while hatching by many hot and high-bailt hopes, 
both by forraine and domeſhick encouragements. The accurſed Midyives 
of this baſtard-birth were Popiſh-Prieſts, Fryers and ] ſaites, together 
with other fire-brands and incendiarics of that Stare and Kingdom, Their 
hidcous and helliſh hopes were mightily ſupported and corroborated by 
ſtrong aſlitance from 5 paine, France and Flanders, together with deeply 
engaged aſſurance of full correſpondency in Eng/ana,and an equivalent pare 
ty in Scotland, beſides their great encouragements by Popith Buls from 
Bome, authorizing the ſpeedy and immediate Surrender of all ſuch places 
of (trength as they had beleagured, promiſing free pardon of all fins what- 
ſoever before hand committed by any of them, tending to the advancement 
of this great work, thundring. (or rather roaring) out excommunicattvns 
agaioft any that ſhould refuſe ſo to joyn with them therin, terming thew- 
(clves the Catholike Army, and the ground of their work (as all their :bo= 
minable and bloody plots are the Catholike-cauſe, Their deſperate and 
moſt divellith reſolution was therin not to leave a drop of Eng/i3 blood in 
Ireland, and ſo conſequently not the leaſt ſparke or glimpſe of the Colyell 
and pure Proteſtant Religion, giving out n words and deſirning jn their 
hearts, that the Tower of London, the Caltle of E denborong! 13d the Ca- 
tle of Dublin were tobe ſurpized by their Faction in 2!! tacie places all up= 
on one day. In all which time (this thercfore inight the more caſily have 
bin done, cſpecially in Ireland) thzre was not the leaſt fare or ſ1{>ition of

querours had they made themlelves in. their owne cconceipts and moſt 
bold and bloudy 1maginatioas. Unto which their horrible difloyalty 
and  unparalleld treachery and Rebzllion , they added moſt execrable 
expreſſions of unheard of hatred and inkhumane barbarity to the Subj:&s 
ofthe Englib-Nation ; B milhment or perpetuall ſlavery were the grea- 
teſt favours that would haye bin aftarded them, their generall profeſlie . 
on being for a generall extirpation, even to the laſt and leaſt drop of 
Engliſh-blood from among them- Yea and that which tranſc:nds all for- 
mer extents of rage and unpattern'd wrath-and malignity, not ſo muck 
as..an Engliſh beaſt, or any of that breed was to be left alive in that 
whole Kingdom. And as the hearts and toaguzs of theſz moit baſe and

One 
Rab'd in the breſt her child ſacking. An1ufant cruclly murthered, whom 
they found ſacking his dead mother, ſlain by them the day before. A child 
of 14 years of age taken from his mother, in her ſight calt into a Bog-pit 
and held under water while he was drowned.

The fore-ſa1d marriage was not long after ſolemnized in 
Paris with great pretences of joy and content on all fides expreſſed,. in 
molt ſumptuous and liberall feaſts and banquets ; Maskes and dances (the 
ſweet innocent Princes,little dreaming of ſuch a dance to be naw a !cading 
by the King, Queen-mother and Duke of G#i/e, with the reſt of tlicir Ro-

-not long before among them, the Dukes of Griſe and Anon teing the prin»

ſhould indeavour to defend him. Now it fo fell out that one morning the 
Admiral! comming ont of the Lonwre, and going to dinc at his lodging,

night and the 2 next daycsenſuing, within the Towne or City of Parts 
and the Suburbs thereof, was eſteemed to be above 10000 perſons, Lords, 
Gentlemen, Pages, Servants, Juſtices cf all ſorts, Schollars, Lawyers, 
Phyſitians, Merchants , Artificers, Women, Maids, and Boycs, not ' 
fparing little children in their Cradles, no nor 1n their Mothers bellies. 
The Courticrs of the Kings guard and ſtrangers that maffacred theſe Gene 
tlemen, ſaid, that in one day, by weapons and diſorder they had ended 
thoſe proceſſes, which pen, paper, ſentences of Juſtice nor open warre | 
could not find the mcans todo or exccute in 1 2 years ſpace.And thus theſe 
moſt honourable Proteſtant Lords and Gentlemen, falſly accuſed and lan- 
dered of conſpiratics and praQiſcs againſt the King, being Rarke naked, 
thinking only upon their relt, ſcarce awakened out of their leepe, utterly 
unarmed, in the hands of infinite, cruell, crafty and moſt treacherous enc- 
mics, not having ſo much leaſure as to breath, were barbaronſly flain,ſome 
inthcir beds, others on the roofes of houſes, and in whatſoever other pla= 
ces, where they might be found. It would be too tedious to recite at 
large the names and ſurnames of all the honorable perſonages of divers qUa= 
lities that were then {lain and butchered,it ſufficeth that their names are

Now tct the tender hearted Chriſtian Reader,burt conſider and ponder in 
his heart, how ſtrange and horrible a thing it might be ina great Town or 
City, to ſce at the lealt 60000 men with Piſtols, Pikes, Courtlaſſes, Por= 
yards, Knives and other ſuch bloody inſtruments, run ſwearing and bla{- 

heming the ſacred Maj:Ry of God throughout the ſtreets, and into mens 
ſes, where moſt cruelly they maſſacred all whomſocver of the Religi- 

on they met, without regard of eſtate, condition, ſex or age, the ſtreets 
paved with bodies cut and hewed in peeces, the gates and entries of hou- 
ſs, Palaccs and publike places died with blond, A horrible plague of ſhou- 
tings and howlings of the murtherers mixed with continnall blows of Pi- 
Rols and Calivers, together with the pittifull crycs of thoſe that were 
murthered, the bodics caſt out at widowes upon the ſtories, drawne 
: F through 
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through the dirt with irange noyſe and whiltlings, the breaking open of 
doors and windows with bils, tones and other furious inſtruments, the 
ſpoyling and plundering ofhouſes, Carts carrying away the ſpoyles and 
dead bodies, which were throwne into theriver 'of Soame, all red with 
blood, which ran in great ſtreams through the Town, and from the Kings 
Pallace into the {aid river. 

As for the King of Navary himſelf; and the Prince of Conde, they were 
callzd intothz Kings preſ:nce, who mait himſzlfe ſpeak with them, who 
with his own mouth certified them, what had thus palt all this while, ad 
ding that he had faved their lives only upon condition that they ſhould re- 


like puniſhment that their Adherents had and ſhould receive. The King 
of Navarr beſought the King to rem2mber his promiſe of alliance newly 
contracted, and not to contirains him in his Religion. The Prince of 
Conar alſo more fervently anſwered, thit thz King had givea h's faith un« 
to him and to all thoſe of the Religion, with ſo ſolemn a Proteſtation and 
** Vow, thathez coull not be perſwaded that his Majzſty would falfifie ſuch 


Jo Majzſties demands, and faithfully pz:formed what he had required of him 
on this 2ſſurance. But as touching the Religion, wherzot the King had 
granted him the free exerciſe, and God the true knowledge, to whom he 
was to male an account thzrin, forthis his R:ligion, he ſaid, he was ful- 
ly reſolved to remaine moſt conſtant therin, and which he would alwayes 
maintain to be truz, although it were with the lofſe of his life, This an+ 
fwcr of th: Princes, ſ:t ths King into ſacha choller that he began to call 
him rev<ll, ſeditious and ſon of a ſeditious perſon, with horrible threat- 
Pings to cauſe them to looſe their heads, if within 3 dayes they tooke not 
better counſel] : and indzed theſe threataings, and other crafty carriages 
ta this way , fo wrought on both theſe Princes, at liſt, that they 
rorſooks their Faith and firſt Love, and turned to Romih abhominas 
tions, 
Now the King perctivins that this miſſicre of Par wonld not 
guznch the fre, but rather kind!s it the more, fearing l:aſt thoſe of 
the Religion 13 his other Provinces and Townz:s might aſiemvle and 
unite themſelves together, and ſy give them new worke ; he with 
te {ptedy 291ife of his Counteiiours, fent two Mcfl:ngcrs with two 
{feveral! Mcfliges, the one ty the Govezrnours and {:ditious Catholikes 
of his remoter Townes, wherein were many of th: Religion , with 
expreſiz command to maſlicrs them ; the other coutainzng certaine 
Letters 


nounce theirReligion,and follow his;otherwiſe that they mult look for the 


-- an anthentick o2th, and that thereupon he had thus farre yeclded to his. 
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Letters to the Governours of Provinces, by which he pretended this 
Maſſacre to be perpetrated by the Duke of Gaiſe, and the Admirall 
to be mu:thcred on a particular and private quarrell twixt them two, | 
and that the Kings honeſt meaning and intention was utterly againſt 
theſe things, and ſeriouſly to maintaine his former Edi cf a generall 
Pacification ; and therfore that his care and vigilancy had ccafcd it 
the ſame day it began ; and yet (as my Authour recordeth in his 
Hiſtoiy ) on the Tewſday following, being the 26, of the ſame £#- 
-guft, the King accompanied with his Brethren and the chiefeſt of 
his Court, went to his Ccurt of Parliament, and there publickly de- 
clared in expreſle tcarms, that whatſoever had hapred in Pars, was 
done, not only by his conſent, but alſo by his commandement, and 
of his own motion, And as for his other former mentioned Meſſage 
and Letter to other Townes and Proyinces, for the maſſacring of thale 
of the Religion among them alſo ; his bloudy command herein was 
immediately put in execution at Lyons and many other places, where 
the pcore Proteſtants were murthered and maflacred mm moſt hideous 
and horrible manner, by thoſe mercileſſe and inhumane Butchers of 
bloody Rome, who knockt down the innocent Chriſtians araong them, 
as ſo many doggs, cut their throats, Mangled their bodies, flaſh'd of 
their hands with great ſharp knives, as on their knees they held them 
up to the villains, praying for the ſparing of their lives ; yea, and 
were knowne to rip up their bellics and take out their fat from their 
bowels, and to fell it to their Apothecarics to make medicines.

reſident in France, wherein he had hid himfſclfe, whiles the greateſt 
fury of the maſſacre was ex*-cuted, was by the Kings command put 
in cloſe priſon, together with another yertnons Gentleman Car ages 
Maſter of the Requeſts, both which Gentlemen bare great aff:t1on, 
both unto the Roides, and alſo unto the renowned Admirall, and 


were themſelves of great cſteeme and reputation in FrancF; but the 
Fe King 
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| King having them now faſt in hoald , threatn:1 to tear them in 
| peeces upon the rack, if. they would not write and” fizns. with: their 

| hands, that they had conſpired with the Admirall' to kill the King, 
| his Brethren, the Q1*ene and the King of Naverr, But they havin 

| moſt conſtantly and jaſtly refuſ-d to avouch ſo horrible a lye again(e- 
| their owne and their godly frienls innocencies, were rack2d and cry- 
| elly tormeated, and by a moſt u1jult ſentence of the Court of Par. 
| liament in Par#, they were both declarcd guilty of Treaſon and con-« 
| demned to be hanged upon a_gibbet, which was accordingly - execu- 

| ted. The Q1cen-Mother leading the King, her two ſonnes and the- 
| King. of Navarr her brother in law to ſce the Execution. Her ' 
| Counſellours thinking that at this laſt exploit , what they had wic- 
| kedly proje&ted (namely, the falſe transferring of the cauſe of this 
bloody maſſacre on a treaſonible plot, intended by the Admirall and:

| But Briquemant anſwered boldly and with a good courage ; that it 
| belonged not unto him, but to the King to aske pardon of God for 
| ſach an heynous off:nce + That hee would neyer, aske pardon for 
| a fanlt, wherein hee had not - off:nJed , but knew himſzlfe to bee 
moſt innocent, whereof hee called GO D to witneſſz, defiring him 
to- pardon the Kings > great diſloyalty and cruelty, Cavagrer alſo 
the other noble Gentleman , did the like untill hee dyed, Infomuch 
that this execution ( contrary to. the Kings expeAation) ſerved to 
no other end, but more to publiſh the iniquity of all thoſe craell ho- 
micides, and of all their mot pernicious counſels, |

aſſembled rogether in Park, underthe name of the Leaguers, for the advancement 
of the Catholicks 11 France, and under the command 1nd conduct of the Dube de Main, , 
and other heads.of thit League, whole wicked-praQtifcs and intolencies 2garnft thole of 
the R:Lizion, the King much diſt : (tes and diſceentenanced, T he King of Navare alto 
joyning with the King of France iti purſuit ofthe Leaguers; to bring them 1nto better Os. 
bedience,and cherby having chaced the forces of the Leaguers,and put them to the worſe, 
and cooped them up at laſt within the wals of Paris, and by that meanes brought them - 
into much danger,and diftrefe and feare of a cot 11 overthrow. 

Hereupon the Duke de Main and his contederars within Paris, began to fir cloſe in coun« 
ſell,co advile what w :5 belt ro be done;2nd (ſeeing the K (2 neare them and ſtrong about 
them, cithcr of neceſit:y, like to urge them to a bartell, or els to begirt them fo cloſe 
with a fiege, that there would be (mall or no hope to eſcape ; - And conſidering that by

ques Clement, a man drowned inall iickednefſe, having paſicd through the hands of cer... 
taiacConfe{lonrs, and conferred with ſome leſuites and others of that rabblc,he was for 
a kind of promiling dexterity in any villany, found meet to itr1ke ſo great a ſtreake. Was . 
urged and put forward therin, vea and 1n the end the D. de Main himſelf, the ſiſter of the 
D Movtpenſicur and others of that Catholich Combination had conference with him in di- 
vers plices, who requelted and encouraged him to perſevere in this good determination of 
his, which they (aid they knew to ariſe in him from extraordinary inſpirations from 
above,for the full performance of fo renowned a ſervice to the holy Union, the Cathelick 
Church of Rowe, and his deare Country, they promiſed him alſo Abbor-ſhips, Bifſho- 
pricks, and whatſoeverels he vvould defire : this wicked fcllow thas divell:fhly documen.

Cary the 4** D of Burbon and K of Navarr, a Prince of the moſt famous and glorious 
Me tha ever France brou2ht forth, yea I ſay molt renowned, loved and fearcd for 
his piety and prowefie, and many other moſt rare and princely virtues, being rizht Heyre 
apparent and true Succeſſour to the Crorvne of France, after the fore-mentioaed murther 
and untimely dearh of his brother Henry the 3d yertextremely maligned and deſperately 
oppoled from the faire and peaceable poſſcſſon of the diadem of France, by thole moit 
impious affaſlinates and bloody Tygers of the moſt fallly pretended holy Union or Ca-

ved; he was Kipg of France, bus was long tine kept {rom the kingly poſicfion of bis 
Crown : 
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'Crown and Royalty, He w3s married, but could not enjoy hisQacen z He waged vyare - 
but not being able to pay his Sonldiers, his neighbour Princes came in as Volunteers and 
ſerved in his warres at cheir own charge, Yea, I ay, ſuch a noble and renowned Prince, 
in matter of Religion, in his former dayes eſpecially, that it being obſcryed by ſome of 
'his Nobles, Commanders in armes, how much he confided in thoſe of the Religion, in 
moſt of his greateſt and-yeighrieſt aft2irs, ſome of them faid unto him, they maryclled 
he would ſo much rely on their fidelity, To whom his anſwer vyas as pithy as pious,that 
he vvould never be afraid to confidein thoſe, the principles ot whoſe R<elizion yyas, 
Never to eat their God, nor kill their King.

and renowned, potent and prudent, permitting andrufing up bale and4gnoble hands -r9 
bereaye them of their lives,as hath binclearly demonſtrated in'thele two laſt great Princes 
of France, Henry ;% and Hemy 4 , and might be farther proved by many ſuch ltke 1'rchie

moſt execrable pretence of advancing theirCatholik-cauſe,torſoorh,as if theLord,the pure 
and holy God of Heaven,ever intended ro-build hisChurch with ſuch baſe and bloody mas 
terials,vvhich muſt neces be molt blaſphemous to ſayor once think. Moſt worthily therfore 
is Rome laid co be founded and finifh:d in its crimſon architeure of ble2d;yvhecher we 
reſpe& materiall Rome in its firlt riſe and otiginall, firlt founded 1n the blood of Rhems 
murthered by his brother Romul, the very firſt King of Rome : or ſpiricuall Rome, rhe - 
mother of ſpirituall Whoredomes, moulded and maintained all along by thoſe Popiſh. 
Caines, in the bloud of their more righteous brechren,Gods beloved 4bels. 
Wherefore I deſire that the nſe of this 3 fold obſervation, may be, firſt inſeparable love 
.of God in clervin? faſt ro his ſoul-ſaving Truth and Golſpell : and (ſecondly irreconcili- 
ible hatred of that abominable and diabolicall Religion of Rowe,which thus delights in 


*he moſt fearfull and finall deſtruQtion of ſoulcs and bodies. 
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
